Philadelphia  Gas  Works  to  extend  the  same  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  management  thereof,  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
is  hereby  authorized,  on  the  requisition  of  said  Trustees, 
to  borrow,  on  the  faith  of  the  City,  such  sums  of  money 
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us  tliey  may  require,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole,  two      1850. 

hundred  thousand  dolhirs ;  and  of  the  sum  so  borrowed,     

the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  bo  retained 
and  exclusively  used  by  the  said  Trustees  as  capital  for 
carrying  on  said  Works,  and  the  balance  shall  be  applied 
to  the  extension  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  furtlier  ordained  and  enacted  ly 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  certificates  to  be  issued  Redeemable 
to  the  lenders  of  the  money  so  borrowed,  shall  bear  an  1870. 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
half-yearly  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  and  be 
redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  and  shall  be  in  like  manner 
with  the  certificates  of  the  other  loans  authorized  for  the 
purposes  of  said  Gas  Works. 

Sect.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  hy 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  set  Sinking 
apart  out  of  the  profits  of  said  Gas  Works,  the  sum  of  ten  fund  there- 
per  centum  per  annum  on  the  amount  borrowed  by  virtue 
of  this  Ordinance,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest 
thereon ;  and  such  part  of  the  ten  per  centum  per  annum 
as  may  not  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said 
interest,  and  the  accumulations  thereof,  shall  be  invested 
in  the  same  manner  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  the 
other  appropriations  to  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  said  Gas 
Works  are  now  directed  to  be  invested,  accumulated  and 
applied ;  and  any  premium  that  may  be  received  on  the 
said  loan,  together  with  any  unappropriated  profits  of  the 
said  Works  up  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1851,  shall  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Sinking  Fund.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  ena&ted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Coixncils  assembled, 
That  the  Directors  of  the  Girard  College  be,  and  they  are  .  Organiza- 
hereby  authorized  to  organize  the  Principal  Department  (^^^,[1^,^  ^^^^ 
of  Instruction  in  said  College,  and  that  hereafter  the 
Instructors  and  Teachers  therein,  and  in  the  Primary 
Department,  shall  be  as  follows ;  An  instructor  in  the 
French  and  Spanish  languages,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  An  instructor  in 
Natural  History  and  Physiology,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding 
four  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  An  instructor  in  Draw- 
ing, at  a  salary  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars  per 
annum.  An  instructor  in  English  and  Mathematics,  at  a 
salary  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
Two  Principal  Teachers,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  each.  Two  First  Assistant 
Teachers,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  three  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  annum,  each.     Three  Second  Assistant 
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1850.       Teacliers,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  two  liimdred  and  fifty 

dollars  per  annum,  eacli.     Said  instructors  and  teacliers 

to  be  elected  by  said  Directors  from  time  to  time,  as  they 
may  deem  the  same  necessary ;  and  said  Directors  shall 
make  such  a  distribution  of  duties  and  position  among 
them,  for  the  two  departments,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient or  proper.  And  they  may,  to  the  extent  which  any 
special  appropriation  therefor  will  permit,  cause  such 
additional  instruction  to  be  given  from  time  to  time,  in 
the  two  departments,  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  bene- 
ficial.
